By 
Men is heremeantthe Somnes of Men, as Innine and Tre 
mel will hancit 3 or by wen is here meant our nergh- 
bours, as Dionyſias Carthwſienus vpon this place will

& notes the argument of Similies: for as we would haue 
comfort and counſell co be giuen vnto vs by others : ſo 
we muſt giuc it tothem agatne. And as we would haue 
mercy,compathon and all other things expedient to be 
ſhewne vnto vs by others, fo we mult ſhew it to them 
likewiſe : becauſe naturall reaſon and inducement 
ought to bring vs to know thar it is-our dutie no leſle 
to louc others then our ſelues: and todoe no worſe vn. 
to them, then we would they ſhould do vnto vs. And 
therefore this Naturall reaſon and inducement hath 
drawne theſe ſcuerall Rules and Canons, for the bet- 
terdireRion of our liues: Becauſe we would take no hurt, 
we therefore our ſelues muſt doe none. Sith we would not 
be extreamely dealt with all; we our ſeluts muſt avoid all 
extremity in our dealing : we muſt viterly abftlaine from 
all violence and wrong t6 others, ſeeing willing ly we would 
bane none done to onr ſelues. 

For thit s the law and the Prophets, | that is, the do» 
Arine and meaning of the Morall Law of Moſes and 
the Prophets, do all teach andtend to this end to haue 
vs doctoothersas we would bee done to our ſclues ; 
for hereby our loucis ſhewen to others, which loue is 
allinall, che end and the fulfilling of the law, as the 
Apoſtletels vs, Rom.13.8, Owe nothing toany mwnbut- 
this,to loue one another : for he that loueth another, hath

Forth « the Law. | The Law in generall is the ve- 
ry wiſedome of Nature, the rule ot right and reaſon,

its vſcdfor all kinde of doQrrine that foth preſcribe 


any thing. And therefore of the Hebrewes it is called 
Thorab, of Thor, which is ordinauit , or (as ſome will 
haucit) of /44«<h, which is Docait ; becauſe it teacheth 
cuery one his dutie both cowards God and man. And 
in this ſenſe the Goſpell15 called a Law as appeares by 
the Prophet Eſay in Chap.2.werſe 3, 

Bucthe Law 1n ſpecial! zer'i#eylw by excellency doth 
thew all the old teſtament, as appeares by the Apoſtle 
Paul, Rom. 3.19, By Law here is mcant, the moral 
Law of Meſescalled ii which is a perpetual rule of lis 
uiog welzvnto which the maners of all people areto be 


dire&ed, & ſubiced both rowards God and towards 


their Neighbour. And this is moſt briefly and plainly 
ſcrdown in the Decalogne or ren commandements;the 
matter or obic& of which is the lone of God and the 
loue of our neighbour, which loue of our acighbour is 
nothing cls,but to doe, as we would be done wnto. 

And the Prophets.] There were Prophets in ſpecial, 
and Prophets in general.Prophers in ſpeciall,were they 
that did excell in wiſedome, by the {ingular gift ofthe 
holy Ghoſt, and did foretel|things ro come, cither to 
the Church orto any of the faithfull. Such were Ag4- 
bus,and the 4 daughters of Phi/ip the Evangeliſt. Pro- 
po in gereral/,were they that did excell in the ſingu- 
ar gift of interpreting the Scriptures. And ſuch arc the 
learned Interpreters of the Scripture at this day, as ap» 
peares by the Apoſtle Pasl, 1.Cor .14.29.32. 

There were Prieſ/sand Prophets but there wasa dif- 
ference betweene them. The Priefts were alwaics out 
of the tribe of Let, the Prophers out of other tribes, 
The Prieſts were nor oncly ro pray and toteach, but 
to adminiltcr ho!y things : the Prophets did nor fo,

' The Preis mighterre as Maron; burche Prophets, as 
farre forth as they were Prophets, and inſpired wich 
the ſpirit of the Lord, could noterre. And therefore 
the ſpirir of Prophecie, was giuen to Eliſha, as it was 
To Elias 2. King. 2. 15, | 
Trae Prophets werecalled Seers,a5 in 1.82.9.9, They 
werecalled Seers, becauſe they did Prophecie by viſt- 
ons or apparations obje@to the eye or the mind: or 43 
S. lerome tells vs in his £pi/tlexo Panlinus, quia vide- 
bant eum, quers ceteri non vedebant. They did pro- 
pheciecithcr by dreames ſent from aboue, or by ex- 
preſſe word , or by an inward inſpiration of the ſpirit 
of Gad, or by the apparition of an Angell repreſen- 
ting God, or by the mouth of God himlelfefamiliar. 
1y ſpeaking vnto them, as he ſpeake to: Moſes,to whom 
heisfaidto ſpeake mouth ro mouth asin Namb.12;8. 
Tothis purpoſe the Apoſtle S. Par! ſpeaketh in Heb. 
I. 1.& 2. where he faith; As ſanary trees, and in df 
wers manners, God in the old time, ſpake 810 our Fa» 
thers bythe Prophets ; But in theſe laſt dayes he hath ſþo- 
ben wntowusby by Sonne, whom hee hath made W of 
all things. By his Sonne he tels vs whatthe Zaw is: by 
bis Sonne he tels vs what che Prophets are: by his Son 
heetels vs, how the Law andthe Prophers are nothing 
elſe, but todoe vnto others, as we would be done vn- 
to our ſelues, Therefore whatſoener ye would that men 
ſhonld ao: to you, euen ſo aveyee torhems, for this 6 the 
Law and the Prophets. | 
The point of Doarine and obſcrnation thar ari- 
kth from hence'may be this, To doe as wee woxld bee 
done vnto, is a generall raleof Inflice , and: he ſurmme of

 Altheughthis Point is ſoplaine and pregnant, that

_ it need nofarther diſcourſe, nor any more progfe to. 


-be afſurcd of his goodneſle,becauſe as loone as it isal- 

leadged, yer it-is acknowledged to. bee good; yet 
giuc me leaue, I beleech you to goc farther with ir, 
andto (hew voro you. the dignitie of it, with the Au- 
thor and affirmation, the benefite of it with the effec7s, 
and the neceflity of ir, with the ſubieZs, ebiets, and 
the end. And to proue and approue all this by tclti- 
monie of Scriptures,examples of Scriptares,teltimony 
of ancient Faihers,and late writers, Emperours, Kings 
Phileſophers, and heathen people, led only by inftint 
of Nature. 

Great is the dignitic of this generall rule of 7»ſlice, 
not only becauſeit is a Principle of Law and Nature, 
theroot of Tuſtice, the foundation of equitie, and Zex 
in(cripta ſcripts, as S. Ambroſetels vs in viſion 5. vp- 
onthe 10, Chapter ofthe Reve/.But becauſe itis a pre- 
ſcript rule of our Sauiour Chriſt himſelfe, It was his 
own ſpeechan bleffed counſel] to his Diſciples. It was 
a breath of his mouth, who was not as aman thathe 
ſhould ye, nor asthe ſonne of manthathe ſhould re- 
pent. And it was not by him barely ſpoken, but affir- 
matiuely ſpoken becauſe as the Law is of greater 
perfe&tion, ſo that which is affirmative, is o grea- 
ter perfeRion alſo, though affirmatiue precepts, 8s 
the Schoole-men tcls vs , ebligent ſemper , non pro 
ſemper, ſed tantumin loco & tempeore neceſſitatis. And 
it was by him not onely affirmatiucly ſpoken, but it 
was {lrongly alſo inferxed,concluded, and pithily vr- 
gcd to his diſciples aboue any other thing. 

Therefore whatſoener ye would that men ſhould doe to 
Jou, enenſo doe yee to them, for this the Law and the 
Prophets, The bencfic of this gencrall.cule of Juſtice is 
great,

great , and the effeAs good and goldly ; for it will 
cauſe eucry one of vs tolive honeſtly and vprightly in 
his place andcalling , and neuer to binde any one of 
theſe three ſinnes together; which by many and tos 
many arc bound cogether in this age : Perinry, falſe 
teſtimonie, iniury. 

This will make vs draw ncere vnto Chrifts exam- 
ple, and to follow his ſteps. And this will Qill pro- 
duce in vs thefe eff, to toue God truly,our neigh- 
bour vnfained[y, and to give vnto eucry one his duc 
and his dutic, without any wrong or injury, 

The effetFs of this generall rale of Tnſtice, cannot 
better be opened, then S. Anften doth open them, in 
lib. 3.Cap. 14. de dott.Chrift, where he ſaith thus, Fa- 
cere alijs quod 1ibi vii fieri, ſententia eft, &re, To doe as 
thoa wouldeft be done onto is a ſentence which all nations 
wnder heauen haze agreed upon, Referre this —_ 
(faith he) 10 the loue of God,andit extinguiſheth all hai. 
nous offences: referre this ſentence to the loue of thy neigh= 
bonr,andit bantfheth all grieuous wrongs out of the world, 

| Theneceſſity ofthis generall rule of Tufticeis great, 
in reſpeR of the ſ#b1e#?s, the obiefs, and the end. The 
ſabiedts, becauſe we arcall Chriftians and brethren, 
and hauc one and the ſame God for our Creator, one 
and the ſame Chriſt for our Sautour, and one and the 
ſame holy Ghoſt for our ſanRifier and preſerucr. 
The 9b;es,becauſeit reſpeReth right, and the good 
goucrnment of humane ſocieties : and the end, becauſe 
It was ordained by Chriſt himſelfe for rhe generall 
good one of another, teaching vs nor only to be pri- 
vatine in ceaſing to doe ill, bur ſtill to bee poſttiue in 
doing good one to another.

Ir 
is better to docand (ay not, then to ſay, and doenot z, 
ſpeculation is not ſo hard as pradtice, Itis much more 
ealic for any one to know then todo,todiſcourſe then 
to worke; and to beleeue as he ovght, then toliue as 
he ſhould. And therefore our Saviour Chriſt and his 
diſciplesinall their ſpecches, and'in all their writings 
do ſpecially admonith vs to do well,& do ſpeak much 
more of things to be done, then oftbings to be ſpo- 
k:n; and much more of vertuous living,then of right, 
bcle-uing: for, nor verba ſed aduerbie corenentur. 1 he 
Lord our God is ſaid coloue Adzerbs. HereſpeR; not 
bow good, but how well thoſe things are. which we 
doc ; andour Saujour Chriſt himſclfe began Tos» x 
I1Soxeey to doe and to teach; firſt to doe, and then 
toteach, 4, 1, verſe. 

In Lexit. 19 verſe 11. we read how the Lord our 
God commanded Moſes to ſpeake vnto all the con- 
gregation of I{racl, andto ſay.thus vntothemin a ne- 
gatiuve precept : Te ſhallnot ſteale,nor deale falſly nor lie 
one to another ;, which isin effeR, yee ſhall not doe 10 0- 
thers but as ye would be done untoyour [elues. 

T obias gave this general rule of 7»/ice to his ſonne, 
butin a negatine preceprallo,, which-bindeth ar all 
times. My Senpe (faith he) that which thou wouldeſ 
wor haue others to doe vnto thee, doe not to them at any 
721e. Tob. chap.4. verſe 15, 

Our Saviour Chrift. not onely in Met. 7. 12, but'al- 
foin Luke 6.31.gauc this generall rule of 19/7iceagaine 
to bis Diſciples, and to a great company of people 
that came from Iudea and Jeruſalem, and from the 


coalts.of 73re and Sidop to hearc him, And as ye would

0 badiah, the gouernour of 4habs houle, remem- x,,myles of 
bred and followed this generallrule of 7#fece, ro doe, Scriprures, 
as he would be done vnto, for when 1ezabe/deftroyed 
the Prophets of the Lord, he tooke an hundred Pro- 
phers, and hid them by fifrics in acaue, and ted chem 
with bread and water. 1.Xing. 18. That good widow 
of Sarepta remembred and followed this generall rule 
of 1»ſtice,to docas ſhe would bedone vnto ; for {hee 
tooke pi:ty and compaſhon vpon Elias, relicued bim 
in bis greateſt neceffity , and ſuſtained him with part 
of that poore pittance that was left ber, 1.King.ch.17. 

Samuel offered to God by bis Morher, thrice called.

as 2 Conkitution, which is found in the Pandet?s, 
that is, the volume of the Ciuill Law, called the Di- 
geſts, Andthis was done by the commandement-of 
Inſtinian, that learned and worthy Emperour. 
That of our wiſe, worthy, learned, and of bleſſed 
and happy memory King James deceaſed, may ſerue 
for all the reſt in his Baſ#{:con doron, li, 2, pag. 6. where 
{hewing to his Son Prince Henry what formes were 
to be vſcd with other Princes, he ſaich cbus vhto him, 
Fſe all other Princes as thy brethren, honeſtly and kindly. 
Striue 
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$1rive with encry one of them in conrteſie and inhindnes, 


and a5 withall men, ſo ſpecially with them be plaine and 


zrnthfull ener keeping that Chriſtian Rule, 10 doe as yee 
wonld be done vnto. Where we ſee King James cals i: 
a Chriſtianrule, and would haue his Sonne Prince 
Henry eucr to keepe it. 

Pythagoras and Plato, Socrates and Xenophon with 
many others, taught this Philoſophy and generall 
rule of Iuſtice, to do as they would be done vnto, and 
very carefully obſerved it in their lifeand conuerſa- 
tion.So did Se/onand 4ritides among the Athenians, 
Ageſilares and Lycurgws among the Lacedemonians, 
Cnrins Fabricims,and Numa Pompilius amongthe Ro- 
manes, Xame/=# among the Gothes , Zalenchmu a- 
mong the Locrians, Triſmegiſiws among the Egyp» 
tians, and Dunwallo Mulmntius among the old Brit- 
tons ofthis Land. Nay more, and that which is ve- 
ry ſtrange. That diuiliſh Impoſtor, and damnable 
wretch Maehomer hath recommended this generall 


ruleof Tuſtice, to doe as we would bedone veto, and . 


hath inſerted it amongthe 8. Ordinances, which hee 

tft tothe Muſalmans, telling them how they were 

fent downe from heanen by the Angell Gabrie!.. 
Thisalſothe heathen haue nor obſcurely-inſinua- 


ted, by making Thems which is Law orright,a Gods 


deſſe - by buildinga Temple vnto her in Beeti«, and 
by making her to be the Daughter of Heauen and 
carth ; for heauen andearth doe appland this gene- 


rall rule of Tuſtice, to doe as we would be done vnto: - 


it is the Royall Law of Lone; it was tanghtby our Sa- 
niour Chriſt, deliuercd by the law of Nature, and ob- 
ſerned by Heathen people, led only by inſtin@t of 
Nature. | 


C. Secing- 
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Sccing then that the dignitic ofthis generall rule of 
luſticeis ſo great with the Author and afhrmation, 
the benckir of it is ſo great with the «fteAs,and the ne- 
ccllity of itis ſo great, with the ſ#biec7s, vbiects, and 
theend. And ſeeing this is proued- and approved by 
teſtimonies of Scriptures, cxamples of Scriptures, te- 
ſimonics of ancicnt. Fathers and late Writers, Em- 
perours, King3,vnd Philoſophers, and Heathen peo- 
ple led by inſtin& of Nature. Ir is fir and worthy to 
be remembred and followed of vs, and to be written 
vpon the tables of our hearts with the point of a Dia- 


mong, that it may neuer be forgotten; for it is old 


Philoſophic and Chriſtian Religion; it is theend and 
the ſcope of-all the Commandements of the ſecond 
Table, and the oncly type and token of euery good 
Chriſtian. Therefore, what ſoener yee would that men 
ſhould dee to you, enen ſo docyeto them ;, forth & the 
Law and the Prophets, 

Thatlearned Father S. 4#/tin in his 54. Epiſtle, 
tels vs there, that we may occupare negotiof[rmum in 
Republica virumproemis; wemay nothold a manof 
the greateſt employment in the Common-weale with 
a long preface, If not with a long Preface, then not 
wich a long diſcourſe. Pardon therefore my bold- 
neſle (right honourable and reucrend 1udges) if L.firſt 
ſpeaketo you, and tell you, rhat this gencrall rule of 
Juſtice, to doc as ye would bedone vnto, isfirand 
wortby to be remembred of you who are /oquentes le- 
ges, chiefe guardians of iuſtice,and Altars vnto which 
ſuch flye for ſuccour and relicte, as are wronged and 
iniuried, mus you ſhall rake Galioes courle, as it 
15 in 4,18. 16. todriue away frivolous and iniyri- 
ousſuites from the judgement ſear, By this you ſhall 


be 
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be fairhſull Stewards of thc higheſt 79d2e; and by this 
you ſhall keepe ſafe and ſound thoſe ewo Saltsthat are 
in you,the Salt of knowledge,and the Salt of Conſci- 


ence ; which Salt of Conſcience is the inward Court 


wherein the higheſt /adge of all doth fir. 

This general! rule of luſtice is fit to be remembred 
and followed of you alſo, who are Magiſtrates,and in 
the Commilhon of peace, the Princes eyes to ſee 
withall, and the Princes hands to worke withall,the 
Ephori ofthe Common-weale, and the Ouer-ſecrs of 
common quietneſſe, This will make you good and 
juſt, like /9ſoph of Arimarhea, This will make 7»/tice 
i2 you neuer to draw her breath faintly, or to be per- 
vertcd with any feare or fauour, paſſion or precipita» 
tion, malice or preſumption z and this will make you 
like 4:ropos to cut off the webs of many debates and 
quarrels at home among yourneighbours , andto be 
of that worthy Lord ludge Dyers minde , who when 
there came betore him any controuerſies of poore 
men to betryed at the Affiſes, would vually ſay, that 
' either the parties themſelnes were wilfub, or their neighs+ 
bonrs at home uncharitable, becauſe their ſuites were not 
quietly ended at kome. Many poore mens fuits may be 
quietly ended at home by you, whoare the Tudges 
eyes. [t is well knownethat ſome of you doe ſo. O 
that all would doe ſo. Iris a bleſſed ation to'dac foz 
for, Bleſſed are the peace-makers. | 

This generall rule of Tuſtice is fitalfo to be remem- 
bredand followed of you who prattiſe and prefeſle 
the Lawes,andplcad preſent matters for your C/enrs 
for this will make you ſquare, ſound, and fincerc in 
all youraQions, and to auoid all thoſe foule alperli- 


ons and ſcandals that arecaſt vpon you of bribery, 
C2 cor- 
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corruption,and extortion, of ſpinning out ſuits to the 
downfall of the Cliewmts eſtates of wrangling and 
wreſtling as the Greeke Sophiſters were wont to doe, 
ro make the worſe the better : and that which 1s worlt 
inded, of animating and ſetting on ſome malicious 
make-bates to ſow Cadmm tecth abroad, andlike Sa- 
lamaniers (till ro liue in the fire of debate and dif- 
ccrd among their neighbours. 

The Law is of maſculine force, as Saint 4»/{intels 


vs vpon the 59. Pſalme ; for though in the Latine 


congue itis of the feminine gender, yer in the Greeke 
tongue it is of the maſculine gender, becaule it is of 
moremaſculine force and power. Kegt, & non regis 
tur. It rules, and it doth not rule with any reſpe& of 
perſons, or withany flating, or imaginary affeQion : 
for if it hath but one ſoule, which is reaſon; end one 
onely funQion which is the peace and quietnefle of 
States and Common=weales : which peace and qui- 
etnefle of States and Common-weales, (hall the better 
beeſtabliſhed and continued, if you follow this gene» 
rall rule of Tuſtice, todoe as you would be done vnto, 

This Chriſtian and general) rule of Iuſtice is fit to 
be remembred and followed of you who are Aﬀors 
and commence ſuites; ef you that are witnefles to te- 
ſtifie and giue in exidence; of you that are 1uries, and 
bring in verdii#s; and of you that bee Conſtables, and 
exhibite Bzls, Othis will make you ncuerto open the 
ſluces of any fauour, feare or partiality to-any , neucr 
to ftraine ut gnats, and to ſwallow downe Camels, 
and ncuer to be ſora{h with your mouthes as to ſay, 
S$16beleth, for Shiboleth, great for little, or little for 
great, cold for hot, or hat for cold, man-{laughter for 
wilfull muxther,or wiltull muctherfor — |

The vninerſall Principle; 


T his Chriſtian and general! rule of Iuſtice, is fitto 
beremembredand followed of all you that bee here 
preſent,of what age or condition,ranke or faſhion ſo- 
cucr ye bee; for by chis you {hall neuer be barbarous 

-nar cruel one co another ; you (kall never ſtarve nor 

ſiripone another, and neuer ſecke the downefall and 
confuſion oneof another by any vniuſt meanes , or 
injurious courſes. 

Weare all by nature louers of our ſelucs, and wil- 
lingly we would have no harme nor hurtdoneto our 
ſelues; thelike we muſt do vatoothers; we may not 
harme nor hurtthem in their bodies,290ds or name ; 
for what ſaith Salomonin Pro.3. 29, Intend nowehurt to 

thy neighbour, ſting he doth dwell without feare by thee. 
The loue of our neighbour is no meane matrer, Ic 
is not meanly graced by our Saviour Chriſt\bimſelfe ; 
for there are but ten commandements, and ns lefle 
then ſixc of chem concernes our neighbour. Theſe 10, 
are contratedintotwo ; one of them is our neigh- 
bours. The firſt is great; the ſecond is like vato it, 
which is our neighbours : the Law and rhe Prophets 
depend vpon the one, andthe Law and the Prophets 
depend vpon theother. This is plainly proued by the 
Apoflle, Gal.5.14. All the Law ts falfulfilled in one word, 
which s this , T hou ſhalt lone thy netghbour as thy ſelfe. 
The CHathematicians tell vs, that ofall figures, a 
a Circle is the moſtabſolate, becauſe the beginning 
andthcend concutr:sin one. Such is this generall 
rule of Juſtice. It comes from Chrift in grace, and 
ends in Chriſt by the workes of grace. They then that 
negle@this general} rule of Tuftice, and doe not as 
they would be done vnto, have litthe or no gracein 


them ; they can hope to heare well of none bur of 
C3 cowards 
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cowards and flatterersz and they can never have a 
good Conſciencein them, which is a continuall feaſt, 
aad the beſt friend that isin the world, Plerique fa- 
mam, pauci conſcientiam verentur , faith Seneca, they 
litle reſpeR that, they can play faſt and looſe with 
thatat their pleaſure, & they canmake it of what ſize 
or faſhion they liſt themſclues. They.can vſe it as Pro- 
cruſtes the Gyant did thoſe whom hcelayd in his beds 
when they were too long, he had an axe tocutthem 
ſhorter; and when they were too ſhort, hee hada 
racke to ſtretch them longer. Conſcrentia eff cor- 
dis ſcientis, and Gods golden dowry beſtowed vpon 
the ſoule: and yet it hath had the worſt hap, that 
any word hadin the world,in the Common weale, & 
eſpecially in the Church of Chriſt ; for never as yet 
conldirt be found in her full lillables at once, but ſome 
fillable or other was wanting in her. Faſcicalue tem. 
porum tels vs this, in .L.D. 1426. 

In the Apoſtles time (faith hee) there was conand 
ſci,but entia was wanting ; they had the endowment 
of 'the ſpirit, but-not the endowment of poſlefſions. 
Afterwards there was conand extia, but ſci was wan- 
ting , they were not the learnedſt men, But in' my 
time (ſaith he) com and ſciare both gone,and there is 
nothing lefe but ezti4, they haue all the Honours, 
Mannours, and fat ofthe Land, But we may now ſay 
that itis come round about againe, anditis with vs 
as it was at the firſt ; we baue con and ſci, but our extia 
are called in queſtion by many embeziled,and by too 
many enuicd and thought too much.

O what doeſt thou? manfuly 
and ſtrongly bold and keepe thine harbour and thy hanen, 
Certainly , people are ncuer miſerable till conſe7- 
ence turnes their enemy, then they are miſerable in- 
deed ; for, Noe dieque ſuum geſtabunt pettore teſters, 
Cuinon ſan erit, They (ball carry about their wit- 
nefſenight and day ; which witneſle dycth nor. 

We (hall all die, but our Conſcience ſhall not die;we 
may loſe our ſelues, but we cannot loſe our Conſcience;

It {hall appzare with vs at the 
day of indgement, and chenit ſhall ſpeake with vs or 
againſt vs. If againſt vs, then moſt miſerable wret- 
ches (hall wee be; for then it ſhall be ſaid vnto vs ; De- 
part ye curſed into everlaſting fire. But if it ſhall be with 
vs; then blefſed and and happy (hall we be ; for then 
it ſhall be ſaid vntovs, Come,ge bl:ſſed f my Father in+ 
berite the Kingdome of heanen prepared for you from the 
beginning of the world. 

I feare the timeis paſt, and willingly 7 would not be 
tedious vnto you. I will therefore conclude,and cage 
enit you and commend you to the Author of this ge- 
nerall rule of ##/lice,Chrift 7 our Sauiour: begging 
and beſeeching himto bleſſe, ſanRifie, guide and di- 
re& you all that you may till remember and follow 
this generall rule of /»/ice,to doeas ye would be done 
vnto inall your ations, and in all your life & conuer- 

ſation ; that ſo you may liuc in the feare, dic in the 
fauour,reft in the peace,riſe in the power, and at 
laſt remaine'with him in cuerlaſting glory, 
to whom with the Father, &c. 
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
